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Drunken Negroes Murderously As- 


sault Special Policeman Baldwin

Two 
exciting riots occurred at 


Hyndmau 
Monday afternoon 
and 


evening. A large crowd was attract- 
ed to the town by Sparks' circus,which 
gave an afternoon and evening per- 
formance. Over one hundred negroes 
employed on the B & 0. improvements 
took a day off and became hilariously 
drunk. The riot started on Centre 
street about 3 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when William Baldwin, a special po- 
liceman, undertook to arrest several 
disorderly negroes. A large force of 
darkies rushed to the assistance of 
their less fortunate comrades and a 
wild scene ensued. Hundreds of people 
assembled at the place of the disturb- 
ance, bricks, clubs and stones were 
thrown into the crowd, revolvers fired 
and confusion and disorder prevailed 
generally. 


During the melee Baldwin escaped 


into the residence of S. J. Noel and by 
his sudden and frightful appearance 
greatly alarmed the members of the 
household. Burgess Kramer was on the 
scene almost instantly, and when or- 
der had been partly restored, address- 
ed the crowd in front of Charles E. 
Rhodes & Co's drug store and asked 
them to disperse, which they did. He 
then ordered the saloons closed, which 
•»»s promptly done by the proprietors. 


Baldwin was badly beaten during 


tbe riot,as was also one of the negroes. 
Some windows were broken at the 
millinery store of Noel & Thomas. 
The negroes were thoroughly aroused 
»nd started out on a rampage. 
Bald- 


win, who had in the meantime- left 
Mr. Noel's residence, was found on 
Second avenue near the residence o< 
Joseph Kriegline. He was at once 
seized by the angry negroes and given 
another 
terrible beating. 
Another 


gang of drunken blacks nearby held 
up Patrick Keily and relieved him of 
five dollars in cash. 


The patience of the citizens was now 


exhausted, and, armed 
with guns, 


revolvers, clubs 
and 
stones, they 


charged on the mob and captured 
every negro in si£ht and marched them 
up before Burgess Kramer, who found 
true bills against five of the number, 
who were held for their appearance at 
court. They were brought to Bedford 
and placed in jail. They are John 
Hamilton, John 
Johnson, 
William 


Fields, Thomas Eichardson and John 
Eichardson. 


During tbe excitement a shooting 


affray occurred between negroes who 
were playing craps just outside of the 
borough. One was shot through the 
arm and another through the leg. 


While the first riot was in progress 


a tramp umbrella mender stole some 
razors from Edward Gaster's barber 
shop. He was quickly captured and 
the stolen property 
returned. On 


promising to leave the town at once, 
he vi as release d, as the borough lock- 
up was already crowded. About fif- 
teen persons, were arrested. Burgess 
Kramer, Policeman Sullivan and their 
aides, assisted by a number of citizens, 
acted with great heroism and deserve 
credit for their prompt efforts to re- 
store order. 


The saloon keepers complied cheer- 


fully with Burgess Kramer's orders to 
close, and this is to their credit, for 
had this not been done a riot would 
have again occurred at night, with 
probably worse results. 


Baldwin escaped from the town on a 


passing freight train. 


THE GAZETTE has received the above 


information from reliable sources and 
gives this detailed account of the riots 
in order to correct the false reports 
that have appeared under 
glaring 


headlines in many of the city dailies. 


It is a matter for congratulation 


that in two riots of such magnitude no 
one was killed. 


SAFE SHATTERED, 


Bnrglars Steal a Hundred Dollars From 


llm Oince at Thrnpp'B ttimiiro 


About twelve o'clock Wednesday 


night burglars blew open the safe in 
the office at Congressman Joseph E. 
Thropp's furnace near Everett and 
secured S100 in money, a lot ot one- 
cent postage stamps and forty cigars 
Some bonds and a pay-envelope con- 
taining forty cents were overlooked by 
the plunderers. 
They took everything 


else that was in the safe. Dynamite 
must have been used to force open 
the door, for the explosion was terrific. 
The safe was completely wrecked and 
some woodwork in the room shattered. 
The fuse was evidently fixed so that 
the dynamite was exploded just as an 
engine passed the office, thus muffling- 
the sound of the explosion. 
The 


tools used by the "midnight maraud- 
ers" were secured at the blacksmith 
shop of Bulger & Gogley. 


The thieves tried to rob a smaller 


safe that is in the office and had knock- 
ed ofE the combination, when they 
were frightened away, or for seme 
other reason, abandoned the job. 


The robbery occurred two or three 


days after pay-day. 
If the raid had 


been made a few days sooner the bur- 
glars might have secured a large sum 
of money.

the Bedford borough school board 
fixed Monday, September 
3, as the 


time to open our schools for the en- 
suing term. 


The teachers were assigned the same 


rooms respectively which they occu- 
pied last year, except that Miss Mary 
Shearer takes the eighth room, the 
one formerly taught by Miss Gilehrist. 


The tuition of pupils outside the 


district was fixed at SIC for the min- 
imum term of seven months, except in 
the high school, where it shall be S15; 
the tuition of pupils not sent in by 
another school board to be paid upon 
their entering school. 


At a special meeting held on Mon- 


day evening last a resolution was 
passed declaring that the parties who 
have been maliciously breaking win- 
dow lights in the school building will 
have to repair the property destroyed 
or they will be dealt with according to 
law. 


Monthly examinations have been 


dispensed with in the' schools and 
mid-term and final examinations sub- 
stituted. 


All teachers are required to meet 


with the board at its nt'xt meeting. 
which will be held on the evening of 
August 3.1. 


Book-keeping was added as 


optional branch in the course of study, 
to be introduced in the C class of the 
high school.

Gallty of Uoebel's Murder. 


The first chapter in Kentucky's recent 


political tragedy reached its end on 
Saturday when Caleb Powers, former 
secretary of state, was convicted of 
complicity in the murder of Governor 
William Goebel and sentenced to life 
imprisonment. The cowardly shooting 
down of Mr. Gcebel while on his way 
to the state house in Frankfort was the 
culmination of a fierce contest in 
which it was alleged the corporate in- 
terests of the state were arrayed 
against the people as represented bv 
Goebel. One of the interesting phases 
of this sad affair is the virtual exile- 
ment from his native state of Governor 
W. S. Taylor, who to escape trial fled 
to Indianapolis, together with Secre- 
tary Finley. Requests on Governor 
Mount, of Indiana, for their deliver- 
ance to Kentucky authorities have 
been flatly refused, in direct violation, 
as many believe, of constitutional prin- 
ciples. Without a doubt another de- 
mand will now be made on the execu- 
tive.

God, and every one that loveth is born 
of God, and knoweth God.1' He said, 
in substance: 


In many particulars St. Paul and St. 


John differed from each other, but in 
meir conception of Christianity they 
Dotn harmoniously agreed. In these 
two texts we have Christianity in its 
last analysis, in its final solution. 
Uelieve wnat 
we may, become the 


Qighest we can, enjoy all that is possi- 
oie, if we do not love, we are not 
Unristians; we have not yet found the 
true triumph of life. 
Doctrine and 


creed and theology are all important, 
but; there is someuniug more important, 
aud that is, to love God and man with 
a perfect heart. 


These two texts admit of a series of 


definite propositions which may be, so 
BO tpeuk, a aeries of golden steps up 
friiich we may climb to the coi^n ol 
vantage, where these two apostles 
stood. 


1'he First Step is this: We ask, What 


is tne origin 01 Love? Tne Bible an- 
owers, "Love is of God.'' Wherever 
iove exists to-day it is a. flower of 
God's planting, for He alone possesses 
tiie seed. "God is love, andioveisol 
God," 
The love Christianity presents 


to us is not limited, not personal, not 
egotistic. 
It overleaps all common 


relationships and finds a nigher rela- 
tionship iu all loving hearts. It is 
mercy when it meets the criminal; 
sympathy when it meets the needy; 
cumpassion when it meets the fallen; 
labor when it meets the lost. Jebus 
onnst is the incarnation of the love of 
God, 
and those who would learn it 


muss learn it of Him. 


Tne Second Step is: Love is Morali- 


ty. Law is a series of restraints to 
make us good and keep us good. But 
the ten commandments 
would not 


aave been needed if only men had 
luved one another. Get love and you 
•vill keep the law. Get love and you 
cannot nelp being moral. Wnile it 
inay seem to be a scanty equipment to 
produce perfection, yet gee love'until 
you are full of it, and you will be 
perfect; for love can control the 
Demper, regulate the reason, guide the 
actions, extirpate the worst qualities, 
reflae and develop the best. Lorn is 
diameter! "Love is the fulfilling of 
Lnii ia\v.'! 


The Third Step is: Love is lieligion. 


Tnis is the summary of all the teach- 
ings of Jesus. In His story of the 
guod Samaritan, in the parable of the 
prodigal son, in the incident of the 
rich man and Lazarus, in His words to 
Jdis disciples, both before and after 
ills resurrection, in all His words, in 
all llis commandments, the great les- 
son He teaches is that Christianity is 
not song, but service. The one thing 
lacking in many Christians is the 
Cnrist-iike spirit of love and sacrifice. 
Selfishness is the most desperate form 
of spiritual poverty. Life loses in all 
it withholds and gains by all it gives. 
Lie is not always our best friend who 
gives us something. He is our best 
mend who makes us give him some- 
thing of ourselves and our love. The 
supreme test at the judgment bar will 
be, Have we loved or have we not? 


The Fourth Step is: Love is Life 


aad Immortality. Love is the only 
true and eternal life; it is the birth of 
a man's soul into the spaciousness of 
living in its fullness. 
The keenest 


moments of joy in our lives are when 
we throtv ourselves away for another's 
good. 
Then we reach the Pisgah 


moments of happiness, and love is im- 
mortal. This is, therefore, the last 
analysis of Christianity. 
People do 


not seem able to realize this and so 
they go on, inventingotherdefinitions. 
Let your definitions go. Do not try 
to belittle Christianity to suit your 
own creed. Do not try to pour the 
ocean into a pint pot. Christianity is 
as high as the heavens and as wide as 
the sea and as deep as the needs of 
men,and its true definition is: "Every- 
one that loveth is born of God and 
knoweth God." Christianity is larger 
than we think it is, larger than all our 
enurch organizations put together. 
Christianity is summed up by Jesus in 
one verse: "Thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God, with all thy heart and soul 
and mind and strength, and thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.'' 


EVENING SERMOX. 


Topic: A young man who was sorry 


because his eyes were opened. 
Text: Matt. 19th chap , 16-33 verses. 
This is one of the most pathetic and 


touching stories in all literature. 
There is something so sad aud sorrow- 
ful about the turning away of this 
young man from the great Teacher we 
cannot help feeling its tragic pathos.

FOREIGNERS RESCUED, 


Allies Capture the Chinese Capital—All the 


Ministers Safe. 


The allies entered Pckin, China, 


last week and rescued the foreigners 
just in the nick of time, for the 
emaciated tenants could have lasted 
bat little longer. They had only three 
days' rations. The Chinese had been 
attacking furiously 
for two days. 


Four thousand shells fell into the 
legation during the siege. Sixty-five 
were killed and 160 wounded. 


Some reports state that the city was 


taken 011 the 14th, others give the 15th 
as the date of its fall, but while there 
is some doubt as to the exact day, 
official reports to various countries 
concerned in the relief expedition 
leave no doubt that the capital of 
China is in the hands of the allies and 
that all the foreigners besieged there 
have been rescued. 
The imperial 


family fled. 


The following despatch from Gen- 


eral Yamaguehi, commander of the 
Japanese force in the Pekin relief 
expedition, dated Pekin, August 16, 
gives an account of the capture of 
Pekin: 


The allies attacked Pekin early yester- 


day, opening with artillery on the eastern 
side. 


The wall was obstinately held by the 


enemy. 


The Japanese and Russians were on the 


northward of the Tungctow canal. The 
Americans and British were on the south 
side. 


At nightfall the Japanese blew up the 


two eastern gates of the Tartarcity and 
entered. 


In the meantime the Americana and 


British entered the Chinese city by the 
Tung Pien gates. 
Detachments of each 


force were sent toward the legations. The 
parties met near the legations and opened 
communication. 


All the ministers and their staffs were 


found safe 


The Japanese loss was over one hundred 


killed, including three officers. The losses 
o£ the (other) allies have not been ascer- 
tanied. Four hundred Chinese were killed. 


The American troops, as usual, ac- 


quitted themselves bravely. 
A few 


were killed and about 30 wounded.

month. 


Second. He shall have resided in the 


state one year, or if, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native born 
citizen of the state, he shall have re- 
moved therefrom and returned then 
six months, immediately preceding 
the election. 


TftinZ. He shall have resided in the 


election district where he shall offer 
to vote at least two months immedi- 
ately preceding the election. 


Fourth, If twenty-two years of age 


or upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a state or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month 
before the election. 


If McKinley Is Re-elected.

who was a prominent leader in 
the revolt of the gold Democrats 
four years ago, is now enthusi- 
astically supporting Bryan.

Bled To Death. 


The Hopewell correspondent of the 


Cumberland Allcganum says : "David 
Harr, an aged and respected cit- 
izen of Eichelbergertown, started out 
on August 7 to cut some pine and 
gather berries. In the evening his 
body was found about one-half mile 
from his home by William Cutchall 
who was driving that way. He suov 
moned assistance and on examination 
it was found that he had been dead 
some time. A wound about two inches 
long was found near the ankle, sever 
ing an artery. A track of blood was 
traced a half -mile up the mountain

shooters that the rescue of the for- 
eigners in Pekin by the allied army 
was a triumph for Mr. McKinley's 
Chinese policy is about the weakest 
ever put out. In the first place, it is 
necessary for a man to have a policy 
before that policy can triumph, and in 
the second place, the foreigners at Pe- 
kin were rescued by an army composed 
of soldiers frcm half a dozen nations, 
less than one-tenth of whom were 
Americans. Everybody rejoices that 
the Americans and other foreigners 
who have been shut up in Pckin have 
been rescued, but that rescue was no 
triumph for Mr. McKinley's policy, if 
his drifting along can be dignified by 
the name of policy. It was rather a 
piece of luck for Mr. McKinley, inas- 
much as it relieved the strain on the 
public and opened up another drifting 
period for him, in which he need not 
take any chances of going wrong by 
doing something. It is significant that 
friends of the administration are be- 
ginning to talk about the probability 
of the administration being compelled 
to take Chinese territory in lieu of 
cash indemnity. 
This is believed to 


be a feeler of the public pulse.

by Col. E. McC. Ford, a well-known 
Georgia lawyer, now in Washington, 
when he said: "With one exception, 
every man who has received a s«on<J 
nomination for the presidenoy( after 
having been defeated the first time, 
has been elected.

In 1824 Andrew Jack- 
son was defeated by John 
Adams, but four years later, when he 
was nominated for the second time, he 
defeated Adams. 
In 1830 William 


Henry Harrison was defeated by Mar- 
tin Van Buren, but in 1840 Harrison 
turned the tables and was elected. The 
case of Bryan is like that of Jefferson, 
Jackson and William Henry Harrison. 
He was defeated in his first canvass 
and four years later is again the can- 
didate ol his party.

Soldiers Massacre B Weddlne Party. 


WASHINGTON, August 10 —Thomas 


W. Jones, private in Troop G, Elev- 
enth Cavalry, writing from Santa Cruz, 
Philippine islands, to his brother here, 
describes a massacre of Filipinos in 
which he took part on June 35. Six- 
ty members of his regiment were or- 
dered out to kill or capture a famous 
Filipino general known to be living in 
the neighborhood. 


The general's house was located and 


the Americans crawled through the 
underbrush until they secured posi- 
tions but a few yards distant. 
Then 


they discovered that they had unwit- 
tingly chanced upon a wedding. The 
Americans were ordered to fire a vol- 
ley from ambush and then charge, 
which they did with terrible results. 


"The scene that resulted was horri- 


ble," writes Private Jones. 
"On the 


ground near the house lay the body oi 
the bride, whose brains had been blown 
out. The bridegroom, who had receiv- 
ed a bullet in the stomach, was lying 
near by in a dying condition. Twelve 
of the Filipinos had been killed and 
about the 
same number wounded.

present hour 


Bold and clear on the picture of 


Death is a little band of immortal 
heroes, struggling along through the 
sunken lands and rice swampa that 
border the Pie Ho, their eyes fiied on 
Chinas imperial capital 
The thun 


dcr of Bo\er cannon and the savage 
cries of their pitiles* battalions sound 
like a funeral knell on the ear» of the 
affrighted martyrs, who sheltered by 
the walls of the British legation arc 
now awaiting the cruel and seemingly 
inevitable order of massacre, which 
may be expected at any moment, and 
the appalling question which surv ves 
themurderons slaughter is, What then' 
The answer comes bacn like some of 
the hideous phantoms that haunt us 
in our troubled dreams akm to those 
that Dante saw as he ga/ed on the 
burning pool of Malboge 
It makes 


one sick at 1 eart to read the conflict 
ing accounts of victory and defeat 
Only a few days ago vi e were vieto 
nous in a Split where we left 1 ""00 
wounded and dead upon the battlefield 
It was a victory dearly bought, but if 
we had suffered deieat it would have 
been fraught with consequences that 
would have appalled the civilued 
world, for an order had gone forth 
from the sa-age commander of the 
Boxers that, if the Chinese were victo 
rious, not a single Christian native or 
foreignei should be left alive 


The nations rejoiced when the news 


came that the allies had beaten back 
the Boxers, entered Pekin and rescued 
the foreigners—but the end is not yet 


As if the dread reality were not 


enough to make our hearts ache 
from 


day to day the papers came loaded with 
tales of horror and massacre where 
every detail is given as vouched for by 
an eje witness who was piesent at the 
f-ightfnl butchery and saw the fester 
ing dead inside the walls of the British 
legation, and those who remained 
alive were too weak with hunger to 
remove the horrid vision from their 
sight 
Ihe same veracious witness 


was on the ground when the mur 
ihirjs 


derous l!o\ers broke through the wall 
of the British legation and when the _ 
fathers and brothers saw their last manv years 
hope of rescue gone they drew their 
knives and pistols and, seizing their 
women and cnildren, killed them on 
the spot, and when the Boxers depart 
ed not a single Christian remained 
alive 
The nations rejoiced when the 


allied forces beat back the Borers, en 
terea Pekin an'l rescued tho foreign 
era—but the end is not yet 


Who is responsible for thes» sicken 


ing pictures which have caused more 
suffering and agsny in thousands of 
hom"S than all the dread reality with 
in the Chinese wall' A majority of 
the great dailies throughout the world 
not satisfied to receive the news see 
ondhand from their neighbors, have 
special correspondent^ on the spot 
whose only desire on earth is to get 
the earliest and most reliable news for 
their papers, and to effect which they 
daily and hourly carry their lues m 
their hands and take ten times the 
chances of capture or death taken by 
an ordinary soldier 
\Yhere danger is, 


there is the goal of thur ambition 
\ou will find them wherever duty calls 
\ou can see them inside of the firing 
line, where death laden hail is in the 
air above and around them fearless as 
the Paladin of olu who fought to re 
deem the sepulchre of Christ from the 
baracen 
These are the men brave 


and honest reliable and true as Da 
mascus steel—the men who have help 
ed to make journalism the great and 
noble profession that it is to day and 
who have assisted in raising it from 
the fourth to the fir.! estate, till it 
stands in every Christian land where 
the sun rises and sets, the leading com 
mander and prophet m the world » civ 
ib za tion 


But there is another class of eorres 


pendents, festering ulcers on the pro 
fession of journalism 
men without 


honesty or honor, whose business it is 
to cater to the depraved appetite of 
the sensational yellow journalism of 
the day, which unloi bnnately finds a 
large and appreciative clientele in all 
greatcities of the world 


New 'iork has its full share of these 


infamous harpies and they have fed 
their supporters on chapters of hor 
rore that could only have been insti 
gated by the father of lies m one of 
his most wicVea and turbulent moods 
Some people profess to believe that 
these reports emanated from 
the 


Chinese 
themselves 
What motive 


could they have to add to the horror 
and detestation with which they are 
regarded by every civilized nation en 
the globe * Acquit them of that John 
has plenty of sins to answer for with 
out borrowing tbe brutality of foreign 
pigs 


Tbe reports were the diabolical m 


vention of foreign correspondents of 
the baser sort, who kept the yellow 
sensational press supplied with the 
foul food which was its life 
Better 


men have paid the penalty of their 
crimes upon the gallows and I think 
that the pillory or whipping post 
might well be revived for their espe 
cial benefit. 


But as the fate of nations depends 


on the uncertain -lOories and defeats 
of the battlefield, rising above the 
smoke and horrid din of the conflict is 
one impsrial figure to which all ejes 
are tuined, the greatest living China 
man of his generation the one man in 
a population 
of 3jO 000 000 who is 


listened to with respect alike by 
friends and foes the only man in, this 
hour of bitter trial whom his country 
is willing to trust fo- her present safe 
ty from her invaders and to whom she 
looks for peace in the future, and his 
name is Li Hung Chang 
Two years 


ago he appeared among us with a staft 
no larger thin that of any Chinese 
gentleman of wealth and high official 
station 
He claimed no especial recog 


nition when visiting the accredited 
representatives of his country

one appeared to know his mission, i 
he h»d any, for without any^high 
sounding proclamation or attendants 
he went about from p'aee to place 


gathering what information he could, 
through his interpreter asking ques 
tions of the humblest laborer he met 
about tbe wages he earned the siie of 
h is f ami ly and the charade i of h is horn o 
While here lie msiled UK yaHls of our 
great 
shipbuilders, ind 
the works 


\\heie loeoiuotiveb were manufactured 
.ind those mighty engine1- tn it propel 
our great ocean steamers ou their jour 
ney and there is little doubt that 
while the wily old diplomats face was 
at. impassive as stone he was revolving 
in his mind the chances of Chinas 
future when her three or torn Hundred 
millions should awake from the slug 
gish sleep of mouldy centuries and 
enter into competition in the marts of 
the world for tlie splendid prizes that 
civilization offers for the works of in 
dustry and genius 


One of his first MSits was to the 


tomb of General Grant whose acquaint 
ance he had made during our great 
chief tain s 3ourney around the world 
Li Dung Chang had been a mightv 
fighter in his day and it was rumored 
that during the Taipmg rebellion he 
maintained at his own proper eost an 
army of 40 000 fighting men 
His visit 


to General Grant s tomb he regarded 
as a sacred duty and he laid a beauti 
ful wreath on the last resting place of 
our great soldier reverence for the 
dead and respect for old age being 
chief among the redeeming qualities 
of the Chinese 
Li llung Chang, after 


a brief visit, departed as quietly as he 
came and now the question arises Why 
did he come at all ' Did he know of 
the Boxer leaven that was at work 
throughout his native country and did 
he see the inevitable conflict that was 
sure to ensue when religious hate be 
came a leading laetor in the strife 
which eould only be satisfied with hu 
man blood, or the uttei annihilation of 
one side or the other J 


Did Li Hung Chang come here to 


spj out the land, as the Jews of old 
did when they ravaged the fan fields 
of Canaan g bomething that he said or 
did shortly after his return to China 
cost him his yellow jacket and imper 
lal button the possession of which 
gave him a position neit to the emper 
o- himself 
The precious treasures 


were forwarded to Fekm at once by an 
imperial messenger 
It then turned 


out that the brother of the sun and 
the first cousin of the moon had never 
heard Oi the demand, so they were re 
turned with the emperor t> compliments 
and regrets by the same messenger 
that bi ought them, and Prince Li has 
worn them ever since on all great

tion at Indianapolis on the 1 )th 
The 


attitude of anti imperialists to im 
perialism cannot be open to doubt 
and therefore I assume the object of 
the convention is not to express oppo 
sition but to devise a method of 
making that opposition eflectue 
The 


issue 
of imperiilism having be.en 


squarely raised between the two great 
paities, it must be plain that the only 
way in which a citizen can exercise 
any direct influence upon the result is 
by voting for the Republican candi 
date who supports it, or the Demo 
ciatic candidate who opposes it 


Nothing can be accomplished by the 


nomination of a third candidate that 
cannot be accomplished equally by 
abstention from the polls, except that 
the citizen who remains at home on 
election day passes unnoticed, while 
he who votes a third ticket attracts 
attention 
It cannot be denied that 


while anti imperialists unanimously 
approve Mr Bryan s position on im 
perialism many of them hesitate to 
vote for his election to the presidency 
because they regard iis views upon 
other questions with distrust and ap 
prehension 
We cannot hope to deal 


intelligently with the issues of this 
campaign until we liberate ourselves 
from tbe domination of the questions 
of tbe last campaign 
Within foar 


years political conditions have changed 
decisively and as conditions change 
issues change with them 


Theie is one issue which the popular 


verdict will settle irrevocably 
and 


that is the issue of impenalism 
If 


the Republican party be successful its 
control of the judicial as well as of 
the executive and legislative depart 
ments of the government will be ab 
solute, and its disposition to exercise 
all its power for the enforcement of 
an imperialistic policy cannot 
be 


whos* skill depended the sole prospect 
of life, through dislike of his religious 
beliefs 


It can hardly be necessary to say 


that we who four years ago sacrificed 
our political prospects and personJ.1 
associations rather than lend even a 
pabsive support of silence to declara 
tious nhieh vie believed to be subver 
sive of order will pursue the same 
course again if these questions should 
ever recur 
The best evidence of our 


cipaeity to deal with the issues of 
100J or 1904, whatever they may be, is 
to deal intelligently now with the 
issues of 1900 On that issue Mr Bryan 
stands for justice liberty and the con 
stitution, and since all these would be 
imperiled by his defeat, it is to he 
hoped that the Liberty convention will 
not be swerved from supporting him 
by prejudices springing from past an 
tagonisms or by groundless apprehen 
sions of the future
